Federal Income tax forms for 
reporting 1940 incomes win be 
released tomorrow, according to 
announcement today by the In 
ternal Revenue Service. Forms 
will be mailed on that date to 
all taxpayers who filed returns 
last year in Southern California.

Taxpayers who will be re­ 
quired to file returns for the 
first time, or who have moved 
to this district within the last 
year may obtain forms on and 
after Jan. 3 at the main offices 
of the Internal Revenue Service 
In the New Federal Building 
Los Angeles, and at the branch 
office in the Postoffice building 
in Long Beach and San Pedro.

Attention was called to the 
fact that a special set of instruc­ 
tions will be affixed to Form 
1MO as the result of a recent 
Supreme Court decision affecting 
joint returns of husband and 
wife. Form 1040 is used to re­ 
port gross incomes of $6,000 or 
more, and all incomes from bus 
iness regardless of the amount.

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Sells Holdings 
for Development

(Continued from Pafft 1) 
by the late Jared Sidney Tor 
ranee, who gathered with him a 
group of close and influential 
friends In Los Angeles, Domin­ 
guez Land Cothporatlon acquired 
3,000 acres of land, about 700 
acres In the center of the tract 
being set aside as the original 
townsltc. Later 600 acres, Includ­ 
ing the Hammerton Tract be 
tween Normandle and Main 
streets, were purchased by the 
company.

Soon after acquiring the land, 
the company sold more than $3, 
000,000 In bonds, the funds being 
used to Improve the townslte. 
Streets, parks and all utilities 
were provided before any toU 
were offered for sale. Even a 
$300,000 water system was in­ 
stalled. Obnstead Brothers, who 
later became known as the na­ 
tion's foremost city planners, were 
engaged to lay out the elaborate 
plans of the "modern Industrial 
city," which would provide ade­ 
quate facilities for Industrial de­ 
velopment and at the same time 
develop into an attractive rest 
dentlal community, void of all 
the usual objections of "factory 
towns." So successful were the 
planners in their work that they 
attracted national recognition 
and the model Industrial city of 
Torrance was the subject of sev­ 
eral articles In national maga­ 
zines. In fact, years later, when 
the United States government 
built the model city of Boulder, 
Nevada, federal engineers took 
the plan of toe city of Torrance 
as a pattern, and the maps of 
the two cities are practically 
Identical.

Yean of Hard Tlnww
However, just as the town's 

development was well under way, 
World War I broke out and the 
Torrance development, along with 
others throughout the nation, 
was hard hit. Tenants In houses 
just couldn't pay rents. Those 
who had bought lots on contract 
quit making payments. For 
eight years, from 1914 to 1922, 
stockholders In Dqmlnguez Land 
were compelled to raise over 
$860,000 by assessing themselves, 
but in spite qf this hardship on 
Mr. Torrance and his associates, 
they bore the burden without 
complaint

Tenants were allowed to re 
main in their homes without 
paying rent. Contracts were al 
lowed to lapse without foreclo­ 
sure. Patiently they waited .until 
conditions Improved, and many 
Torrancc citizonz who now own 
their homes and other, real estate 
in this community would have 
been sold out had It not been for 
this sympathetic and generous 
attitude of Dominguez Land of 
fleers and stockholders.

In March, 1921, Jarcd Sidney 
Torrancc died suddenly, leaving 
his dreams unfilled and a gloomy 
looking future to the friends 
who had put their confidence In 
his project. It Is regrettable that 
the city's founder could not have 
lived to see his associates hand­ 
somely rewarded by the return 
of approximately elght-to-one for 
every dollar they had invested. . 

Eight-to-One Return
Soon after Mr. Torrance died, 

Chanalor-Canfleld Midway Oil 
brought In Its discovery well 
west of the original townsltc. To 
forestall the necessity of raising 
another $100,000 by asscsinwnt, 
Dominguez Land officiate desper­ 
ately tried to lease land to Stan­ 
dard Oil and Union Oil, but were 
turned down cold. Reluctantly, 
C.C.M.O. took a lease on 1,000 
acres, paying a meagre $100 per 
acre bonus but it was enough 
.o ward off another assessment 

on hard pressed Dominguez Land 
stockholders, and they accepted 
the offer.

Production on the C. C. M..O. 
lease began ,ln 1923, and within 
wo years, in 1929, the income 
a Dominguez Land reached a 
peak of $426,000 per month. 
Jan. 1, 1926, Dominguez Land 
sold 800 acres outright to the 
C.C.M.O. for $2,160,000, of which 
[1,000,000 was for oil and $1,- 
160,000 for land. That year, Do­ 
minguez Land earnings had

vtached such a volum* (hat the. 
dompany paid an Income tax of 
$260,000.

All the assessments put up 
by stockholders In the lean, 
gloomy year» from 1914 to 1922. 
were returned, and In addition 
dividends amounting to $2,792,-^ 
000 were paid. The original cap- '' 
Ital of $600,000 was Increased to 
$2,000,000, stockholders receiving 
four shores for one. This distri­ 
bution, plus' dividends, amoun^*, 
ed roughly to a return on Vtvr 
original Investment of eight-to- 
one. Mr. Torrance's associates 
had been handsomely rewarded 
for their faith In him and the 
future of Torrance.

They Had Faith In Torrance
Among those who Joined with 

Mr. Torrance in organizing Do­ 
minguez Land Corporation were: 
John C. Cravens, W. D. Long- 
year and Joseph S. Sartori, all 
officials of the Security First No­ 
tional Bank in Los Angeles; Dr. 
W. Janris Barlow, founder of 
the Barlow Sanatorium; Mrs. 
Clara Burdette, who built the 
Philharmonic Auditorium in Los 
Angeles; Edward Double, who 
started the Union Tool Company 
which was later taken over by 
National Supply Company; Mau­ 
rice S. Hellman, Los Angeles 
banker; H. Sinclair, and Roy 
Bradley wheeler.

Four streets In Torranee bear 
the names of those active In the 
early organization of Dominguez 
Land: Torrancc boulevard, Sar- 
tori and Cravens avenues and 
Double street the short roadway 
between Cabrillo and the Na­ 
tional Supply company office. '  

First officers of Dominguez 
Land Corporation were: Jared 
Sidney Torrancc, president; John 
8. Cravens, vice-president, and 
W. D. Longyear, secretary. Prea* 
ent members of the company, 
are: Brian K. Welch, preafcUnt; 
W. D. Longyear, vice-preahMflt, 
and Charles A. Curtlss, teen- 
tary.
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
